A Most Mysterious Affair.—No Cine 
to the Perp etrators of 
the Theft. 
This city early yesterday morning 
was thrown into a state of intense 
excitement by the startling announce­ 
ment that the N. P. exp ress office in 
this city had been robbed of $15,000 
in gold. A D ispatch rep resentative 
rep aired at once to the comp any's 
office where the rej» ort was con­ 
firmed 
by Agent 
Rness, 
who 
seemed to be very much agitated 
that such a thing should occur at 
this office. 
From Mr. Ruess we 
gleaned the facte in the case which 
are as follows: 
Yesterday was p ay 
day, and as is customary every month, 
sufficient money to p ay the men was 
ship p ed from S t Paul to the First 
National Bank in this city for this 
p urp ose, $31,500 having been ship p ed 
on Wednesday evening, and arrived 
in this city on No. 3 yesterday morn­ 
ing at 2 a. m. The exp ress messen­ 
ger on the train delivered this money, 
which was all in gold and p ut up in 
four bags, to the night clerk at the 
exp ress office, Louis Hohman. 
Two 
of the bags contained $1.5,000 each, 
one contained $1,000 and the other 
$500. These bags Mr. Hohman p lac­ 
ed with other exp resa matter on a 
truck and wheeled them to the ex 
p r« *ss office door. 
Holding the door 
ojien with his foot, he says he p laced 
the bags two at a time within the 
door. 
He then carried the bags one 
in each hand and p iacisi them in the 
vault making two trip s. 
He thus 
claims he is p ositive that he p laced 
the four bags in the vault because he 
remembers distinctly the manner in 
which he carried them. 
He then 
locked the vault door and went ou* 
of the office, locking the office door 
after him, and attended to the three 
trains which p robably took him half 
an hour. 
He then returned to the 
office and to all ap p earances found 
everything as he had left it, the office 
door and vault door berth being lock 
ed. 
Having occasion to ojjen the 
vault he was horrified on doing so to 
discover that one of the large bags 
containing $15,000 was missing. 
He 
immediately disp atched a messenger 
to awaken Agent Reuse who arrived 
at the office about 3 o’clock, and in­ 
stituted a thorough search but could 
find nothing of the missing bag. 
Thinking that the clerk might be 
mistaken in his statement that he 
had received four bags, Mr. Reuse 
telegrap hed to the meseenger on the 
train at Wadena, who rep lied that 
four bags had been delivered. 
Mr. 
Ruese then caused telegrap hic in­ 
quiries to be made at St. Paul, and 
found that that amount had been 
sent and ship |» ©d on board the tram. 
This information destroyed all hop e 
of a mistake and made it certain the 
money had been stolen and from this 
office. The stealing of this money is 
very mysterious indeed, and greatly 
p uzzles the officials here. They have 
the utmost confidence in the clerk 
Mr. Hohman, who has l>een emp loy­ 
ed by them for some time, and con­ 
sider him innocent in the matter. 
What step s have been taken to dis­ 
cover the thief cannot be learned, as 
all questions for information are met 
by the answer that there is nothing 
new. 
One of the effects of the robbery 
will 1)© the p ostp onement of p ay day 
for the car shop emp loyes until the 
20th, a notice to that effect having 
been p osted yesterday at the sho|*. 


A Narrow Escap e. 
On Monday afternoon, just a few 
minutes before six o’clock, the wooden 
shed in the rear of Hag!» erg’s grocery 
store wan discovered to be on fire, and 
although the alarm was given at 
once and the dep artment was on hand 
in almost an instant, the fire hail 
gained such headway that this shed, 
and the one in the rear of the city 
meat market adjoining, were a mass 
of flames. On account of the extreme 
dry weather we have been having 
lately, these p ine structures burned 
almost like shavings, and it was only 
by the hardest p ossible work by the 
fire dep artment that the main build­ 
ing of the city meat market and the 
Odd Fellow’s block were sa veil from 
comp lete destruction. It would have 
been utterly imp ossible to have saved 
the last named building had it not 
been constructed of solid brick. As 
it was the window frames and shutters 
of the windows in the back end of thè 
building were badly burned. 
The 
shed in the rear of Hagberg’s grocery 
store was filled with bran and feed 
besides several barrels of p ork and 
aud sugar. The budding in the rear 
of the meat market was also filled with 
goods belonging to Eames Bro.’s and 
H. McGinn, which were a total loss. 
The entire loss will foot up about $2,- 
(100, Mr.’Hagberg suffering a loss of 
about $800, Mr. McGinn between $200 
and $300, and Eames Bros, lose about 
$400. Counting the damage done the 
city meat market building the loss 
will reach the amount stated above. 
Had the flames succeeded in getting 
a hold on the Odd Fellow’s block, the 
loss of this building alone would have 
been more than $10,000. As it was it 
had a very narrow escap e. The var­ 
ious losses are nearly covered by in­ 
surance.

and by it we invite the closing of the 
markets of other states against our 
cattle, sheep aud swine; seeking to 
break down one monopoly we are 
building up another. 
The result of 
the law will be* to increase the cost of 
meat to the consumer and render more 
expensive, one of the prime necessaries 
of life. 
It is one of the boasts of our 
country that it is the only place on the 
globe where the poorest laborer may 
have meat on his table three hundred 
I and sixty-five days in even.- year, and 
i we cannot consent to the passage of a j 
law, the remotest tendenev of which ! 
would be to jeopordize this happy , 
condition. 
But our chief objection to this act f 
and the kind of legislation of which 
we fear it is but the forerunner, is that j 
it is antagonistic to the central idea 
upon which is based the union of the 
States. 
Two theories upon this sub­ 
ject have ran through the minds of 
men from the formation of the gov- j 
eminent, the one being that our gov­ 
ernment is a confederacy of States 
bound together by a rope of sand, to ; 
be destroyed and severed at tin* whim , 
and caprice of the* States; the other, : 
that we are one nation, formed of the j 
several States, bound together by 
indestructable links of steel. 
The 
former is false; the latter is true. 
It 
was bom of patriotism and received 
its baptism in the first blood of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. 
Those who have 
held to the true theory have aLso held 
that it was the proper policy of the 
government to protect by pro per tariff 
laws its industries and labor against 
every other government on earth, but 
that between the States of the Union 
there should be the most 
freedom of commerce. 
The free and 
unrestricted interchange 
of 
trade 
between the States, the right of the 
citizens of one State to sell without 
let or hinderance the products of their 
farms or factories in every State of 
the Union, the absolute destruction of 
all State lines so far as commerce is 
concerned, is the strongest link in the 
chain which hinds together the Fed­ 
eral Union, 
Break this link and you 
have taken along step in the direction 
of the dismemberment of that L nion. 
j In our judgment, the effect of this act 
would be to take a step in that direc­ 
tion. 
Its real purpose is to prevent 
the sale in Minnesota of the product 
of the citizens of other States; and, so 
far as the effect is concerned, it mat­ 
ters not whether this product is 
dressed meat or flour, cattle or wheat. 
Let this work once begin, and where 
will it end?

and brought over the 'Fug river, 
w bich seperutes West V irginia nnd K entucky. 
A bout fifty (eet from the river Carpenter 
tied 
them 
to 
a paw paw 
bush 
and 
hu n g 
a 
lantern 
o v er 
their 
heads. 
A use 
H atfield 
then 
said 
to 
them: 
‘B oys, 
if 
you 
h ave 
any 
i/eoce to m ake 
w ith y o u r 
M aker 
you 
had lietter m ake it .’ T olbert and Hundolph 
began p rayin g, but F arley did n ot. 
H ow ­ 
ever. before the b o y s had tim e to finish their 
prayers. Joh n H atfield sh o t. F arley dead. 
Anse then g a v e order to fire. un*l sh ot ns he 
ga v e th e word, killing T olbert and then 
em p tyin g th e co n ten ts of his revolver in to 
th e dead body. 
Alex H usser fired nnd killed 
R andolph McCoy. 
T h s oth ers follow ed su it 
and all th e bodies were riddled w ilh bullets. 
After the b o y s were killed W alt H atfield a d ­ 
m inistered an o a th to nil o f us to tak e the 
life o f the first w ho divulged th e nam es o f 
an y who were alon g."

Since 
the organization of the county, 12 
vears ago, Currie, located in the 
northern part of the county, has been 
the county sent. Two years ago, 
under nn unconstitutional law, Slay­ 
ton claimed it and came in the night 
and stole away the records, but lat­ 
er returned them.

The English coarse wooled breeds, 
says the Cultivator, including the 
various Downs, have lieen bred to 
produce twins, so that in many flocks 
it is not infrequent to have in the 
summer more lambs than the owner 
of the flock has of ewes. 
Breeds 
w h i c h do this are naturally strong 
and vigorous. 
Experiments in feeding pigs, in­ 
stituted by the Dainish Agritultural 
Societv, go to show that skimmed 
milk has double the feeding value of 
buttermilk; that rye and barley are 
of about equal value, with a slight 
percentage in favor of rye; nnd that 
six pounds of skimmed milk have 
the same feeding value as one pound 
of rye or barley. 
AY hen the cream foams in the churn 
and it will not make butter, it may 
l»e, and most probably at this sea­ 
son is, due to too much acidity in 
the cream. If the milk tie kept at a 
steady temperature of 60 or 62 de­ 
grees tor two days, and the cream 
kept for two or three days longer at 
the same temperature, there should 
be no difficulty in churning. 
A fact not to be forgotten in sheep 
husbandry is that while one may 
raise fine wool and very poor mut­ 
ton, you cannot raise good mutton 
without raising good wool also. All 
authorities agree that the best fed 
sheep that fatten and mature in the 
shortest time make the best and 
soundest wool, so that this by-pro­ 
duct from such sheep will always 
find a ready market. If wecan raise 
mutton on the basis of making the 
meat pay the cost, we shall have tiie 
wool for clear profit.

But men and camels, when they 
reached the pans, saw only liquid 
mud in the holes the sixteen hands 
had scooj>ed out. 
Every instrument 
which could 1/e worked as a spade 
was served out. Thirty men dug in 
earnest. 
AS it bin nn hour twenty wells had 
a thin surface of dark fluid overlying 
liquid mud. 
This continued rising 
until some of the wells contained a 
foot of water. It was greedily sucked 
dow n. As soon as one well was ex­ 
hausted, another was started. 
The work was exciting and ex­ 
hausting. The result was in one 
well athin layer of oily water, in an­ 
other a foot’s depth of fluid. 
The digging had to be conducted 
with care, fo r if the sand below the 
mud was exposed, it immediately 
sucked up every drop of water col- 
lected above it. All day andall night 
the well-digging was continued, until 
the thirst of men, camels, mules and 
horses had been partly satisfied.

The English coarse wooled breeds, 
says the Cultivator, including the 
various Downs, have been bred to 
produce twins, so that in many flocks 
it is not infrequent to have in the 
summer more lambs than tho owner 
of the flock has of ewes. Breeds 
w hich do this are naturally strong 
an/1 vigorous. 
Experiments in feeding pigs, in­ 
stituted by the Dainish Agritultural 
Society, go to show that skimmed 
milk has double the fee/ling value of 
buttermilk; that rye and barley are 
of about equal value, with a slight 
percentage in favor of rye; an/1 that 
six pounds of skimmed milk have 
the same feeding value as one pound 
of rye or barley. 
When the cream foams in the churn 
and it will not make butter, it may 
be, and most probably at this sea­ 
son is, due to too much acidity in 
the /‘ream, lf the milk tie kept at a 
steady temperature of GO or G2 de­ 
grees tor two days, and the cream 
kept for two or three days longer at 
the same temperature, there should 
be no difficulty in churning. 
A fact not to be forgotten in sheep 
husbandry is that while one may 
raise fine wool and very poor mut­ 
ton, you cannot raise good mutton 
without raising good wool also. All 
authorities agree that the best fed 
sheep that fatten and mature in the 
shortest time make the best and 
soundest wool, so that this by-pro­ 
duct from such sheep will always 
fin/1 a ready market. If we can raise 
mutton on the basis of making the 
meat pay the cost, we shall have tile 
wool for clear profit.

“The gift of God!” cries the water- 
carrier of Curio. The traveller in 
the desert recalls that cry, when his 
water-skins areempty, and his guides 
scan the horizon to detect signs of 
water. Mr, James describes, in his 
narratives of travels through “The 
t'nknown Horn of Africa. ” theexcite- 
ment in his caravan when runners 
reported that the Hodayu pans were 
dry and sun-baked, but that water 
might lie obtained by digging. 
They had lieen marching nine /lavs 
from the wells at Burao, and /luring 
the last three /lavs each man had 
lieen limited to a pint of water a day. 
Eight men were sent as an advance 
guard to dig into the pans, th at on 
its arrival the caravan might find 
water. 
But men and camels, when they 
reached the pans, saw only liquid 
mud in the holes the sixteen hands 
had scoop#*/! out. Every instrument 
which could lie worked as a spade 
was served out. Thirty men dug in 
ea meet. 
Within an hour twenty wells had 
a thin surface of dark fluid overlying 
liquid mud. This continued rising 
until some of the wells contained a 
foot of water. It was greedily su/ ked 
down. As soon as one well was ex­ 
hausted, another was started. 
The work was exciting and ex­ 
hausting. The result was in one 
well athin layer of oily water, in an­ 
other a foot’s depth of fluid. 
The digging had to be conducted 
with care, for if the sand tielow the 
mud was expose/!, it immediately 
sucked up every drop of water col­ 
lected above it.

Is there an y th in g in prophecy to hinder 
this speedy consum m ation? No. 
Some one 
begins to q u o te from Daniel about “ time, 
tim es, and a half tim e," and takes from 
R evelation the seven tru m p ets, blowing them 
nil a t once in my ear. 
B ut with u tm ost 
reverence I take up all the prophecies and 
hold them to w ard s heaven and say Gotl 
never ha* and never will sto p consecrated 
effort and holy determ ination and m agnifi­ 
cent resolve, and th n t if the church of God 
will rise up to its full work it can m ake Dan­ 
iel’s tim e tw enty years and his hall tim e ten 
years.

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Corn F#d. 
Some of our corn l»elt editors are 
inquiring the value of corn bread and 
mush as food, now that the new rol­ 
ler process of flour is in vogue and 
wheat high in price, and vet they 
should know that a corn diet has 
lieen proven to be the cause of the 
decline in vigor and hardiness in 
hogs, rendering them peculiarly liable 
to cholera and other diseases. 
Now, 
it corn is not a good steady diet for 
animals it is not good for men, and 
ought not to l>e recommended for 
them. Wheat flour, made by the 
roller process, has a groaterpercent, 
of muscle-making food than that 
made by the old process and makes 
more w holesome bread, and w heat 
bread is far more wholesome than 
I corn bread. Com bread and pota­ 
toes are both very common articles 
of diet,but do not build up, and are 
not proper food for growing chil­ 
dren. 
Mush is generally eaten with 
milk which helps it out. Corn fed 
people are not a high type, and the 
agricultural papers in the 
“corn 
belt” don't want to encourage rais­ 
ing corn-fed children. To find corn-

A Most Mysterious Affair.—No Clue 
to the Perpetrators of 
the Theft. 
This city early yesterday morning 
was thrown into a state of intense 
excitement by the startling announce­ 
ment that the N. P. express office in 
this city had been robbed of $15,000 
in gold. A D i s p a t c h representative 
repaired at once to the company’s 
office where the rejiort was con­ 
firmed 
by Agent 
Ruess, 
who 
seemed to be very much agitated 
that such a thing should occur at 
this office. 
From M r Ruess we 
gleaned the facts in the case which 
are as follows: 
Yesterday was pay 
day, and as is customary every month, 
sufficient money to pay the men was 
shipped from S t Paul to the First 
National Bank in this city for this 
purpose, $31,600 having been shipped 
on Wednesday evening, and arrived 
in this city on No. 3 yesterday morn­ 
ing at 2 a. m. The express messen­ 
ger on the train delivered this money, 
which was all in gold and put up in 
four bags, to the night clerk at the 
express office, Louis Hohman. 
Two 
of the bags contained $15,000 each, 
one contained $1,000 and the other 
$500. These bags Mr. Hohman plac­ 
ed with other express matter on a 
truck and wheeled them to the ex 
press office door. 
Holding the door 
open with his foot, he says ho placed 
the bags two at a time within the 
door. He then carried the bags one 
in each hand and placinl them in the 
vault, making two trips. 
He thus 
claims he is positive that he placed 
the four bags in the vault because he 
remembers distinctly the manner in 
which he carried them. 
He then 
locked the vault door and went on* 
of the office, locking the office door 
after him, and attended to the three 
trains which probably took him half 
an hoar. He then returned to the 
office and to all appearances found 
everything as he had left it, the office 
door and vault door both being lock­ 
ed. 
Having occasion to open the 
vault he was horrified on doing so to 
discover that one of the large bags 
containing $15,060 was missing. 
He 
immediately dispatched a messenger 
to awaken Agent Reuse who arrived 
at the office about 3 o’clock, and in­ 
stituted a thorough search but could 
find nothing of the missing bag. 
Thinking that the clerk might be 
mistaken in his statement that he 
had received four bags, Mr. Reuse 
telegraphed to the messenger on the 
tram at Wadena, who replied that 
four bags had been delivered. 
Mr. 
Ruess then caused telegraphic in­ 
quiries to be made at St. Paul, and 
found that that amount had been 
sent and shipped on board the tram. 
This information destroyed all hope 
of a mistake and made it certain the 
money had been stolen and from this 
office. The stealing of this money is 
very mysterious indeed, and greatly 
puzzles the officials here. They have 
the utmost confidence in the clerk 
Mr. Hohman, who has been employ­ 
ed by them for some time, and con­ 
sider him innocent in the matter. 
What steps have been taken to dis­ 
cover the thief cannot be learned, as 
all questions for information are met 
by the answer that there is nothing 
new. 
One of the effects of the robbery 
will be the postponement of pay day 
for the car shop employes until the 
20th, a notice to that effect having 
been posted yesterday at tho shops. 


A Narrow Escape. 
On Monday afternoon, just a few 
minutes before six o’clock, the wooden 
shed in the rear of Hagberg’s grocery 
store was discovered to be on fire, and 
although the alarm was given at 
once and the department was on hand 
in almost an instant, the fire had 
gained such headway that this shed, 
and the one in the rear of the city 
meat market adjoining, were a mass 
of flames. On account of the extreme 
dry weather wo have been having 
lately, these pine structures burned 
almost like shavings, and it was only 
by the hardest possible work by the 
fire department that the main build­ 
ing of the city meat market and tho 
Odd Fellow’s block were saved from 
complete destruction. It would have 
been utterly impossible to have saved 
the last named building had it not 
been constructed of solid brick. As 
it was the window frames and shutters 
of the windows in the back end of th5 
building were badly burned. 
The 
shed in the rear of Hagberg’s grocery 
store was filled with bran and feed 
besides several barrels of pork and 
and sugar. The building in the rear 
of the meat market was also filled with 
goods belonging to Eames Bro.’s and 
H. McGinn, which were a total loss. 
The entire loss will fooi up about $2,- 
000, Mr.'Hagberg suffering a loss of 
about $800, Mr. McGinn between $200 
and $300, and Eames Bros, lose about 
$400. Counting the damage done the 
city meat market building the loss 
will reach the amount stated above. 
Had the flames succeeded in getting 
a hold on the Odd Fellow’s block, the 
loss of this building alone would have 
been more than $10,000. As it was it 
had a very narrow escape. The var­ 
ious losses are nearly covered by in­ 
surance. _______________ 
Coroner Cross was arrested this 
morning at the instance of the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Co., charged 
with having certain brass and copper 
of theirs in his possesssion. The 
sheriff with a search warrant found 
between one thousand and twelve 
hundred pounds of the metal in Mr. 
Cross’ wood-shed and took charge of 
it. The trial has not come off yet but 
probably will take place to-morrow. 
Mr. Cross asserts his innocence in the 
matter and says while the property 
may have been the company’s, that 
he bought it of different parties, and 
can prove it. Ho was in the junk 
business and was trying to get a car 
load to ship.

The Palace Hotel of this city on 
Monday 
quit business, 
and 
Mr. 
Loomis, the proprietor, is now selling 
the furniture and fixtures at private 
sale. The Palace has been in opera­ 
tion under its present management 
for about a year, and has gained a re­ 
putation as a first-class hotel, at least 
so far as the table is concerned, and 
its numerous guests greatly regret 
that it has been closed. The closing 
of this popular hotel is probably due 
to the loss of transient trade after 
the opening of the Arlington. Be­ 
fore the Arlington opened the Palace 
had three-fourths of the transient 
trade of the city, but on account of 
the nearness of the Arlington to the 
depot and the business portion of the 
city, the traveling men chose the lat­ 
ter place. 


Connell Proceedings. 


The city council met in regular 
session last Monday evening, all al­ 
dermen being present except Aid. 
Camp and Spencer. 
Minutes of 
previous meeting were read and ap­ 
proved, after which the city attorney 
submitted his report in regard to 
right of way for sewers, and also on 
insurance of electric light property at 
the dam, both of which were adopted. 
On motion the city attorney was 
directed to place $9,000 insurance of 
the electric light station at the best 
advantage for one or two years. 
On motion the chairman of the 
committee on streets, sidewalks and 
bridges, was authorized to have the 
electric light station painted. 
The proposal and bond of F. W. 
Farnham for building the Kind wood 
street sewer was read. A remonstrance 
against the proposed sewers, signed 
by about four-fifths of the property 
owners adjacent thereto was also 
read, and on motion the council con­ 
cluded to defer action on said sewer 
question for the present. 
The bond and oath of T. M. Reilly, 
city assessor, was read, and on motion 
the same was approved. 
On motion the salary of the city as­ 
sessor was fixed at $400, and C. L. 
Spaulding was allowed $150. balance 
for services as assessor for the year 
1888. 
The jjetitions referring to planting 
shade trees and allowance of extra 
space of street for this purj>ose on 
Kiugwood street was taken from the 
table and referred to the Aldermen in 
the Second ward, in conjunction with 
chairman of committee on streets, 
with direction to re[>ort at next meet­ 
ing of the council. 
A petition for an alley 20 feet wide, 
north and south through center of 
Block 49, was read, and on motion the 
city surveyor was directed to make 
the necessary survey, and report at a 
future meeting of the council. 
On the petition to close east Maple 
street, between Blanche and Sleeper 
streets, in Sleeper's Addition, was 
granted until such time as it may be­ 
come necessary to re-open the same. 
On motion the chairman of the 
committee on streets, etc., was re­ 
quested to confer with officials of the 
N. P. R. R. in relation to the discharge 
of waste water into the ravine through 
Sleeper's Addition. 
Aid. Cooley’s report on the matter 
of disposing of old hose house in East 
Brainerd, and acquiring building and 
ground for another hose house, was 
accepted, and the Aldermen from the 
Third ward was authorized to close 
deal for the purchase* of new hose 
house and ground, and on motion the 
offer of Mr. Crust to purchase old 
house and ground for $400 was ac­ 
cepted, and the mayor and clerk were 
instructed to m a k e the proper con­ 
veyance ii[>on the exhibition of the 
treasurer’s receipt for said amount. 
On motion the Third ward alder­ 
men were instructed to make the 
necessary changes in the proposed 
new hose house. 
Council adjourned.

The city council in its effort to be 
fair and impartial makes itself ex­ 
tremely ridiculous.

This city early yesterday morning 
was thrown into a state of intense 
excitement by the startling announce­ 
ment that the N. P. express office in 
this city had been robbed of $15,000 
in gold. A Dispatch representative 
repaired at once to the company’s 
office where the report was con­ 
firmed 
by Agent 
Ruess,

seemed to be very mach agitated 
that such a thing should occur at 
this office. 
From Mr. Ruess we 
gleaned the facts in the case which 
are as follows: 
Yesterday was pay 
day, and as is customary every month, 
sufficient money to pay the men was 
shipped from S t Paul to the First 
National Bank in this city for this 
purpose, $31,600 having been shipped 
on Wednesday evening, and arrived 
in this city on No. 3 yesterday morn­ 
ing at 2 a. rn. The express messen­ 
ger on the train delivered this money, 
which was all in gold and put up in 
four bags, to the night clerk at the 
express office, Louis Hohman.

of the bags contained $15,000 each, 
one contained $1,000 and the other 
$500.

He thus 
, claims he is positive that he placed 
I the four bags in the vault because he 
remembers distinctly the manner in 
which he carried them. 
He then 
locked the vault door and went ouf 
of the office, locking the office door 
after him, and attended to the three 
trains which probably took him half 
an hour. 
He then returned to the 
office and to all appearances found 
everything as he had left it, the office 
door and vault door both being lock 
ed. 
Having occasion to open the 
vault he was horrified on doing so to 
discover that one of the large bags 
containing $15,(XKJ was missing. 
He 
immediately dispatched a messenger 
to awaken Agent Reuss who arrived 
at the office about 3 o’clock, and in­ 
stituted a thorough search but could 
find nothing of the missing hag. 
Thinking that the clerk might be 
mistaken in his statement that he 
had received four bags, Mr. Reuss 
telegraphed to the messenger on the 
train at Wadena, who replied that 
four bags had been delivered. 
Mr. 
Ruess then caused telegraphic in­ 
quiries to be made at St. Paul, and 
found that that amount had been 
sent and shipped on board the train. 
This information destroyed all hope 
of a mistake and made it certain the 
money had been stolen and from this 
office. 
The stealing of this money is 
very mysterious indeed, and greatly 
puzzles the officials here. They have 
the utmost confidence in the clerk 
Mr. Hohman, who has been employ­ 
ed by them for some time, and con­ 
sider him innocent in the matter. 
What steps have been taken to dis­ 
cover the thief cannot be learned, as 
all questions for information are met 
by the answer that there is nothing 
new. 
One of the effects of the robbery 
will be the postponement of pay day 
for the car shop employes until tho 
20th, a notice to that effect having 
been posted yesterday at the shops. 


A Narrow Escape. 
On Monday afternoon, just a few 
minutes before six o’clock, the wooden 
shed in the rear of Hagberg’sgrocery 
store was discovered to be on tire, and 
although the alarm was given at 
once and the department was on hand 
in almost an instant, the fire bat! 
gained such headway that this shed, 
and the one in the rear of the city 
meat market adjoining, were a mass 
of flames. On account of the extreme 
dry weather we have been having 
lately, these pine structures burned 
almost like shavings, and it was only 
by the hardest possible work by the 
fire department that the main build­ 
ing of the city meat market and tho 
Odd Fellow’s block were saved from 
complete destruction. 
It would have 
been utterly impossible to have saved 
the last named building had it not 
been constructed of solid brick. As 
it was the window frames and shutters 
of the windows in the back end of tbs 
building were badly burned. 
The 
shed in the rear of Hagberg’s grocery 
store was filled with bran and feed 
besides several barrels of pork and 
and sugar. The building in the rear 
of the meat market was also filled with 
goods belonging to Eames Bro.’s and 
H. McGinn, which were a total loss. 
The entire loss will foot up about $2,- 
000, Mr. 'Hagberg suffering a loss of 
about $800, Mr. McGinn between $200 
and $300, and Eames Bros, lose about 
$400. Counting the damage done the 
city meat market building the loss 
will reach the amount stated above. 
Had the flames succeeded in getting 
a hold on the Odd Fellow’s block, the 
loss of this building alone would have 
been more than $10,000. As it was it 
had a very narrow escape. The var­ 
ious losses are nearly covered by in­ 
surance. _______________ 
Coroner Cross was arrested this 
morning at the instance of the North­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Co., charged 
with having certain brass and copper 
of theirs in his possesssion. 
The 
sheriff with a search warrant found 
between one thousand and twelve 
hundred pounds of the metal in Mr. 
Cross’ wood-shed and took charge of 
it The trial has not come off yet but 
probably will take place to-morrow. 
Mr. Cross asserts his innocence in the 
matter and says while the property 
may have been the company’s, that 
he bought it of different parties, and 
can prove it Ho was in the junk 
business and was trying to get a car 
load to ship.

The Palace Hotel of this city on 
Monday 
quit business, 
and 
Mr. 
Loomis, the proprietor, is now selling 
the furniture and fixtures at private 
sale. The Palace has been in opera­ 
tion under its present management 
for about a year, and has gained a re­ 
putation as a first-class hotel, at least 
so far as the table is concerned, and 
its numerous guests greatly regret 
that it has been closed. The closing 
of this popular hotel is probably due 
to the loss of transient trade after 
the opening of the Arlington. Be­ 
fore the Arlington opened the Palace 
had three-fourths of the transient 
trade of the city, but on account of 
the nearness of the Arlington to the 
depot and the business portion of the 
city, the traveling men chose the lat­ 
ter place. 


Connell Proceedings. 


The city council met in regular 
session last Monday evening, all al­ 
dermen being present except Ald. 
Camp and Spencer. 
Minutes of 
previous meeting were read and ap­ 
proved, after which the city attorney 
submitted his report in regard to 
right of way for sewers, and also on 
insurance of electric light property at 
the dam, both of which were adopted. 
On motion the city attorney was 
directed to place $9,000 insurance of 
the electric light station at the best 
advantage for one or two years. 
On motion the chairman of the 
committee on streets, sidewalks and 
bridges, was authorized to have the 
electric light station painted. 
The proposal and bond of F. W. 
Farnham for building the Kindwood 
street sewer was read. A remonstrance 
against the proposed sewers, signed 
by about four-fifths of the property 
owners adjacent thereto was also 
read, and on motion the council con­ 
cluded to defer action on said sewer 
question for the present. 
The bond and oath of T. M. Reilly, 
city assessor, was read, and on motion 
the same was approved. 
On motion the salary of the city as­ 
sessor was fixed at $400, and C. L. 
Spaulding was allowed $150, balance 
for services as assessor for the year 
1888. 
The petitions referring to planting 
shade trees and allowance of extra 
space of street for this purj>ose on 
Kingwood street was taken from the 
table and referred to the Aldermen in 
tho Second ward, in conjunction with 
chairman of committee on streets, 
with direction to report at next meet­ 
ing of the council 
A petition for an alley 20 feet wide, 
north and south through center of 
Block 49, was read and on motion the 
city surveyor was directed to make 
the necessary survey, and report at a 
future meeting of the council. 
On the petition to close east Maple 
street, between Blanche and Sleeper 
streets, in Sleeper's Addition, was 
granted until such time as it may be­ 
come necessary to re-open the same. 
On motion the chairman of the 
committee on streets, etc., was re­ 
quested to confer with officials of the 
N. P. R. R. in relation to the discharge 
of waste water into the ravine through 
Sleeper’s Addition. 
Ald Cooley’s report on the matter 
of disposing of old hose house in East 
Brainerd, and acquiring building and 
ground for another hose house, was 
accepted, and the Aldermen from the 
Third ward was authorized to close 
deal for the purchase of new hose 
house and ground, and on motion the 
offer of Mr. Crust to purchase old 
house and ground for $400 was ac­ 
cepted, and the mayor and clerk were 
instructed to make the proper con­ 
veyance vqnm the exhibition of the 
treasurer s receipt for said amount. 
On motion the Third ward alder­ 
men were instructed to make the 
necessary changes in the proposed 
new hose bouse. 
Council adjourned.
